DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 2 and 4-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The Examiner found Applicant's arguments, filed on 2/25/09, persuasive, 
and therefore considers that the references of the Prior Art of record fail to teach or 
suggest any obvious combination of the limitations discussed in the previous Office 
Action, and further comprising the limitations of (With respect to Claims 1, 14, 15 and 
17) a base layer having a woven fabric of a plurality of untwisted polyethylene 
naphthalate fibers and impregnated with a thermosetting resin, wherein the loudspeaker 
diaphragm exhibits an internal loss of 0.40 or more.
